ihofe deplorable viAims of unfeeling avarice. 
What can be 
more rcproachable than this 
To do the greateft p^iliblc injury 
to innocent men ; to reduce them to this fíate of wrttchcdncfi, 
without allowing them the means of fe!f-defei.ce, withicxt run- 
ning any hazard in attacking them ! And to eierciic this infa- 
mous pracflice from the bafeft and moil contemptible motives ' 
And yet we, who deteA this conduA, we are the eneaiies of man- 
kinc ! What ftrange philofophy is this ; Ye enlightened, ye hu- 
mane Europeans, ye are the fr!end« of the human rzcc, and—ye 
have bowels of iron! For my part,my lord, I ihali adhere to the 
nobler philofophy of the fage Mthemet Taffcr prtfident of the 
great college of Fez, in wluch I was educated. 
He taught me, 
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lliat a nation may be glorious in arin8,fplendid in richcs, and ¡1- 
luftrious for arts and ralcnts, and yet,if inattentive to the cultiva- 
tion of univerl'al reafon and juftice, it fliints not wi:h re A glor 
and is ftiil funk in ionorance and barbarity.
